In  planning  for  his  new  responsibil¬ 
ities,  Hoover  stresses,  “we  want  to 
underscore  our  strong  academic  im¬ 
age.  With  the  reduction  in  the  number 
of  young  men  and  women  in  the  col¬ 
lege-bound  pool,  compounded  by  un¬ 
favorable  economic  conditions,  we 
must  emphasize  our  ability  to  provide 
a  quality  education.  He  calls  for  a 
community-wide  recruiting  effort, 


“Colleges  do  not  grow  by  them¬ 
selves.  They  are  built  by  people  who 
believe  in  them.”  Early  in  his  presi¬ 
dency  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
Father  Raphael  Gross,  CPPS  im¬ 
printed  these  words  on  most  of  his  of¬ 
ficial  correspondence.  This  belief  be¬ 
came  an  urgent  striving,  a  commit¬ 
ment  to  excellence  to  serve  a  growing 
community  of  scholars. 

In  his  term  as  president  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  spanning  from 
1951  to  1965,  he  initiated  many  pro¬ 
grams  to  assure  solid  financing  for 
our  growing  institution.  During  those 
years,  Saint  Joseph’s  College  exper¬ 
ienced  a  vast  expansion  in  every 


“The  Admissions  Office  plans  to  ex¬ 
pand  the  involvement  of  alumni /ae 
and  faculty  in  its  recruiting  program, 
and  we  will  be  asking  for  their  assist¬ 
ance  with  workshops,  receptions,  and 
other  recruitment  activities.” 

“Most  importantly,”  Hoover  em¬ 
phasizes,  “I  feel  we  must  provide  stu¬ 
dents  with  information  to  help  them 
understand  the  importance  of  the 
‘collegiate  experience’  offered  by 
Saint  Joseph’s.  By  that  I  mean,  the 
whole  range  of  student  activities  that 
promote  involvement  —  with  course 
work,  with  their  professors,  with  other 
students,  and  in  college  activities.  In 
assisting  students  in  the  transition 
from  high  school  to  college,  we  should 
help  them  understand  the  important 
and  exciting  opportunities  of  the  ‘col¬ 
legiate  experience'.

The  student  body  grew 
from  500  to  1,341  and  academic  offer¬ 
ings  increased  from  20  departments 
with  16  majors  in  1951  to  27  de¬ 
partments  with  24  majors  in  1965. 

The  growth  of  Saint  Joseph’s  in  ex¬ 
cellence  and  reputation  surpassed 
even  the  enrollment  increase.  This 
was  accomplished  by  the  most  exten¬ 
sive  building  program  ever  undertak¬ 
en  by  the  College.  New  facilities,  in¬ 
cluding  Noll  and  Bennett  Halls  in 
1955,  Gallagher  and  Halas  Halls  in 
1958,  Halleck  Center  and  Schwieter- 
mann  Hall  in  1963. 

Due  to  the  phenomenal  growth  of 
the  College,  a  shift  in  the  basis  of 


On  April  12th,  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  presented  an  honorary  doctor  of 
laws  degree  during  a  testimonial  din¬ 
ner  honoring  Richard  Scharf  and  his 
wife  Kay.  The  Scharfs  retired  from 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  after  serving 
here  for  more  than  forty-two  years. 

Dick  graduated  from  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  in  1938.  During  his  under¬ 
graduate  years  he  played  varsity  foot¬ 
ball  all  four  years,  varsity  basketball 
for  four  years,  where  he  was  the 
team’s  leading  scorer  and  captain, 
and  varsity  baseball  for  three  years.  In 
addition,  he  was  senior  class  presi¬ 
dent  and  valedictorian. 

Dick  returned  to  Saint  Joseph’s  in 
1940  as  an  instructor  in  accounting 
and  assistant  coach.  From  1942-46, 
he  served  as  the  Saint  Joseph’s  Acad- 


revenue  became  necessary.  Father 
Gross  took  Saint  Joseph’s  into  the 
decade  of  the  60’s  with  far-reaching 
development  plans,  launching  the 
first  real  organized  funding  program. 

Father  Gross  attributes  our  growth 
in  part  to  joining  the  new  and  expand¬ 
ing  Associated  Colleges  of  Indiana. 
However  nothing  surpasses  his  Fel¬ 
lows  Program,  and  when  he  laid  aside 
the  burdens  of  the  presidency  in  1965, 
he  asked  to  continue  to  profess  his 
belief  in  the  College  by  devoting  him¬ 
self  full-time  to  the  Fellows  Program. 

He  began  the  Fellow’s  Program  in 
May,  1962,  with  50  members.  A  Fellow 
is  one  who  contributes  $1,000  to  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.  Each  year  the  Fel¬ 
lows  gather  at  Saint  Joseph’s  for  a 
Mass  and  dinner.  This  year  a  record 
480  were  in  attendance. 

Throughout  the  years,  the  Fellow’s 
Program  has  contributed  several  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  to  the  College.  The  total 
enrollment  in  the  Program  currently 
stands  at  2,340.  This  year  was  by  far 
the  most  productive  year  for  the  pro¬ 
gram  as  200  new  members  joined  and 
over  $250,000  was  raised. 

Father  Gross’  tireless  efforts  have 
considerably  enlarged  the  constituen¬ 
cy  of  Saint  Joseph’s.  He  continues  to 
win  new  friends  for  the  College. 
Through  the  Fellow’s  Program,  the 
College  can  be  assured  of  a  vital  core 
of  support  on  the  part  of  the  alumni, 
trustees  and  special  friends  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  and  Father  Gross. 


emy  basketball,  baseball  and  football 
coach.
